He Is Confident ThatSttiplclon Against 


Spanish Officials Has Been Practical- 
ly Eliminated—But This Does Hot 
Relieve .Spain of Responsibility. 
"Washington, March 2.—The main in- 


terest yesterday in connection with the 
Maine Inquiry centered in a statement 
by Secretary Long, following the cab- 
inet meeting, that in his personal opin- 
ion any official partcipation by the 
Spanish government in the blowing up 
of the Maine was~now practically elim- 
inated from the situation. This state- 
ment was not of a formal or official 
character, and was made fay Mr. Long 
as he walked away from the White 
House. As usual, the various cabinet 
officers were besieged with inquiries as 
to the questions before the meeting, 
and in response to these importuni- 
ties the secretary rather casually sum- 
med up the situation in a few words 
stating that most of the time had been 
given to the ourages on colored post- 
masters in the south. 


Naturally the Cuban situation had 


been gone over, he said, but there were 
no actual developments, and he felt 
that public excitement over the sub- 
ject had materially abated. 
Then he 


added the statement, in the same pass- 
ing way, that any participation by the 
Spanish government in the blowing up 
of the Maine was practically elimi- 
nated, in his judgment. This last re- 
mark was speedily given wide circula- 
tion, apart from the quieting refer- 
ences whch had accompanied it. It 
immediately started much comment 
and discussion, and when Mr. Long re- 
turned to the navy department after 
lunch he found that what he had in- 
tended to convey was being given the 
force of an official declaration that 
Spain'* responsibility for the disaster 
had been eliminated. In order to make 
"clear his meaning, as a personal ex- 
pression of opinion, Mr. Long dictated 
the' following statement: 


"The man thing we talked about in 


the cabinet were the outrages on the 
postmasters, one a white man in 
Georgia, and one a colored man in 
South Carolina. In regard to the Cu- 
ban situation I said I thought things 
were growing quieter every day, and 
as far as my judgment went, I was in- 
clined to think that any official parti- 
cipation on the part of the Spanish 
government in the disaster was now 
practically eliminated."

The foregoing conveyed all that Mr. 


Long desired to say on the subject, and 
this much was given only to offset 
enlarged versions of what he had said. 
Persons occupying the closest relations , 
with the secretary said that the opin- 
ion expressed was such aa any one 
might give with the facts now at hand. 
It was not in any sense, it was ex- 
plained, a conclusion drawn from new 
evidence not made public either from 
the court" of Inquiry or any officer 
now concerned in the inquiry. The 
official declaration of Senor Du Bosc, 
the Spanish charge d'affaires, that no 
mines or submarine defenses exist In 
the harbor of Havana had come to 
the attention of Secretary Long, and 
this statement from the authorized 
representative of the Spanish govern- 
ment was felt to have been given 
due weight in the opinion expressed by 
the secretary. 


It was pointed out by persons bear- 


ing close relations to the secretary 
that the language used was "official 
participation" on the part of the Span- 
ish government. This, it was said, had 
no bearing on the question of Spain's 
responsibility. 
The "official partici- 


pation" of Spain was one thing, while 
the resDonsibility of Spain, in case the 
disaster proved to be of external ori- 
gin, was quite another thing. The 
secretary's statement was restricted, 
It was explained, to exculpating Spain 
from direct, official knowledge and par- 
ticipation in the ailair. In case it was

Legislator, Captain Tennant, bound 
from Liverpool for Colon, was burned 
at sea Feb. 16. The fire brcke out on 
Feb. 13, and burned fiercely for three 
days, during which time Fireman 
Thomas Roberts was burned to death, 
Second Officer James Bateman and 
Seaman "William Angell were drowned 
by the capsizing of a boat, Third Of- 
ficer Martin and Chief Steward John 
Gaffney went adrift in another boat, 
and Chief Cook Fred E. Lee, crazed 
with fearful burns, jumped overboard.

Four of the crew, Chief 
Engineer John Troughear, Second En- 
gineer John Holder., Fourth Engineer 
Robert Mtlne and Seaman Charles Ib- 
bitson were so severely injured that 
they were taken to the Marine hospital 
upon arriving at this port.

Spanish omotalB HAS Ueeu Praotlcal- 
ly ISUmlnatod—But This Does Not 
RelXovo.Spain or JRcsponsIblllty. 


Washington. March 2.—The main In- 
terest yesterday In connection with the 
Maine Inquiry centered in a statement 
by Secretary Long, following the cab- 
thet meeting, that in his personal opin- 
ion any oflicial partcipation by the 
Spanish government in the blowing up 
of the Maine was^ now practically elim- 
inated from the situation. 
This state- 
ment was not of a formal or offtcial 
character, and was made by Mr. Long 
as he walked away from the White 
House. As usual, the various cabinet 
officers were besieged with inquiries as 
to the questions before tho meeting, 
and In lesponse to these importuni- 
ties the secretary rather casually sum- 
med up the situation in a few words 
stating that most of the time had been 
given to the ourages on colored post- 
masters in the south. 


Naturally the Cuban situation had 
been gone over, he said, but there were 
no actuai developments, and he felt 
that public excitement over the sub- 
ject had materially abated. 
Then he 
added the statement, in the same pass- 
ing way, that any participation by the 
Spanish government In the blowing up 
of the Maine was practically elimi- 
nated, In his judgment. 
This last re- 
mark was speedily given wide circula- 
tion, apart from the quieting refer- 
ences whch had accompanied it. 
It 
Immediately started 
much 
comment 
and discussion, and when Mr. Long re- 
turned to the navy department after 
lunch he found that v/hat he had in- 
tended to convey was being given the 
force of an oflicial declaration 
that 
Spain's roeponsibillty for the disaster 
had been' eliminated. In order to make 
clear his meanmg, as a personal ex- 
pression of opinion, Mr, Long dictated 
the- following statement: 


"The man thing we talked about in 
the cabinet were the outrages on the 
postmasters, 
one 
a 
white 
man 
in 
Georgia, and one a colored man in 
South Carolina. 
In regard to the Cu- 
ban situation I said I thought things 
were growing quieter every day, and 
as far as my judgment went, I was in- 
clined to think that any official parti- 
cipation on the part of the Spanish 
government in the disaster was now 
practically eliminated." 


The foregoing conveyed all that Mr. 
Long desired to say on the subject, and 
this much was given only 
to offset 
enlarged versions of what he had said. 
Persons occupying the closest relations 
with the secretary said that the opin- 
ion expressed was such as any one 
might give with the facts now at hand. 
It was not in any sense, it was ex- 
plained, a conclusion drawn from new 
evidence not made public either from 
the court of inquiry or any officer 
now concerned in the inquiry. 
The 
official declaration of Senor Du Bosc, 
the Spanish charge d'a/ffulres, that no 
mines or submarine defenses exist In 
the harbor of Havana had come to 
the attention of Secretary Long, and 
this statement from 
the 
authorized 
representative of the Spanish govern- 
ment was felt to have been 
given 
due weight in the opinion expressed by 
the secretary. 


It was pointed out by persons bear- 
ing close relations to 
the secretary 
that the language used was "official 
participation" on the part of the Span- 
ish government. This, it was said, had 
no bearing on the question of Spain's 
responsibility. 
The "official partici- 
pation" of Spain was one thing, while 
the resDonsibility of Spain, in case the 
disaster proved to be of external ori- 
gin, was quite another thing. 
The 
secretary's statement was 
restricted, 
it was explained, to exculpating Spain 
from direct, official knowledge and par- 
ticipation In the affair. In case it was 
shown that the act was due to some 
fanatic or person connected with the 
government 
then 
the 
question 
of 
Spain's responsibility would be still 
open.

' A Woman's Little Game. 


I wish you to understand frofi the 


very outset of this story that I am an 
old bachelor. 
I can say without 


egotism that I could have placed the 
yoke of matrimony over my neck a 
score of times between the ages of 20 
and 40, but I did not elect to do so. 
It seemed a great deal better to keep 
my liberty and to fall in love with a 
new face about once a month. A 
bachelor can do this, you know, while 
a married man is bound by certain 
ties not easily broken.

mark." 


The Keswick prison was for both 


sexes, and Avheu I took charge it con- 
tained 380 male and 90 female con- 
victs. 
I felt sorry for the females 


•even before the keys had been turned 
over to me, and they soon discovered 
that I was ready to listen to their sto- 
ries and to do my best to ameliorate 
their condition. In the course of a 
month I was pretty -well satisfied that 
at least 80 out of 90 were entirely in- 
nocent of the crimes charged and that 
the other ten ought to have new trials 
at least. Fifteen of the women were 
in for murder—cold-blooded murder 
the courts said—but when they had 
told me all about it I could see where 
witnesses had perjured themselves and 
jurers had shown their thirst for re- 
venge. I tried to make things very 
easy for the female contingent, ac- 
tuated solely by a natural courtesy 
toward the sex, and I think the news- 
papers that criticised me so severely 
should have been sued for slander. 


In eight months the governor, more 


to oblige me than for any other reason, 
pardoned 20 of the females and among 
them were five under sentence for 
murder. I should liave recommended 
him to pardon at least 20 more before 
the year was out if the opposition 
hadn't got after us and made things 
hot. 
There was an investigation, a 


great deal of talk, and as a result I 
had to repress my natural gallantry 
and wait for thiugs to cool down. 
It 


was during this period of waiting that 
the vaults of the state treasury were 
robbed of $320,000 in cold cash.

SENATE'S BIG KITCHEN. 


IN IT IS PREPARED 
FOOD TO RE- 


LIEVE SENATORIAL HUNGER.

Uncle Sam owns the costliest kitch- 


en in the world, probably. It is 
not th^ largest. 
There is at least one 


hotel kitchen in the United States 
which surpasses it in n'r/.e. 
But it is 


fitted out \\ith every improvement 
that money can buy, aud no show 
place at the Capilol is more interest- 
ing or less known. 
The public never 


gets a chance to see the Senalo kitch- 
en, the marble bathrooms of the 
House, or any of the other luxuries 
provided for the members of Con- 
gress. 


The Senate kitchen, says the De- 


troit Free Press, is in rhe basement of 
the Capitol. 
The only way in which 


a visitor could reiieh it would be by 
the elevalors—and the elevator men 
are not encouraged to take people 
downstairs. 
That is because the en- 


gine rooms are in the basement, and 
the chief engineer does not want 
visitors fooling around the machinery. 
It takes a great deal of machinery to 
run the Senate—more than one would 
think. 
Much of it is used in running 


the electric light plant and the eleva- 
tors, and much more in the ventila- 
tion of the building. 
Huge fans 


pump fresh air into the Senate cham- 
ber aud the' committee rooms, and 
other fans pump the foul air out. One 
of these is in the Senate kitchen, and 
the room is so perfectly ventilated 
that no suggestion of the odor of the 
cooking reaches any of the floors 
above. 


The main room of the kitchen is 


100 feet long and 15 feet wiclp. 
It 


was remodeled three years ago at a 
cost of more than '§30,000. II is 
white-tiled, above and below, and on 
all four sides, so that its cleanness 
forces itself on one's attention. Open- 
ing out from it are storerooms and re- 
frigerating rooms and bakeries. One 
of these is the oyster room, where a j 
man does nothing but open oysters 
all day long. 
The storeroom is about 


15 feet square. 
It is filied with the 


non-perishables—crackers and spices 
and potatoes, and all the other gro- 
cery goods which v, ill stand an ordi- 
nary temperature for a reasonable 
length of time. There is fruit in this 
room, too—a lot of it; and the wine is 
kept here because the senators would 
not relish a wine-room iu the face of 
the regulation which prohibits the 
sale of intoxicating beverages in the 
Capitol. 
There is no difficulty, how- j 


ever, about getting a. supply of wine 
or of bottled beer. 


In the kitchen proper there are two 


big range?. An ox could be roasted 
in either of them; the larger is 12 
feet long. There is a big soup kettle 
in one corner—one of the largest ket- 
tles in the world—used for keeping 
the beet-stock, with which every res- 
taurant kitchen is provided. 
Metal 


steam pipes run through this kettle 
and keep the stock warm. In another 
kettle are kept the sauces to be eaten 
with meats—apple sauce and cranberry 
sauce. They. too. are kept warm by 
steam. 
There is a steani-box for 


steaming oysters; a grill big enough 
to broil a pig or a lamb, under which 
glows a lire of red-hot charcoal; and 
a patent turkey roaster, which per- 
forms mechanically the turning aud 
basting of the bird, which, in the old 
days, absorbed the time and attention 
of two or three persons. There are 
steam tables in the kitchen, as well as 
in the steam room. 
It takes thirty 


servants to run the kitchen and its 
appurtenances. The head cook has a 
half-dozen assistants. There are two 
pastry cooks, and the rare quality of 
their product is due in large measure 
to the supervision of Mrs. Page, a 
New England woman, whose ideas of 
pie are exalted, if one may judge by 
the results of her cooking. 


There are many frequenters of tha 


pie couuter among the senators. This 
counter surrounds the dumb-waiters, 
and is decorated with cold turkeys, 
cold roasts of beef and salads, as well 
as many kinds of pie. 
There are no 


seats of any kind. 


It is a common sight for two or 


three senators to be standing at this 
counter, with Senate pages and com- 
mittee clerks and messengers aud 
Washington corre^jKiudents on each 
si'le of them, drinking big tumblers 
of milk aud eating pie. 


This and the oyster counter are in 


the public restaurant—a room divided 
into two parts by large columns. Two 
small doorways, one at each end of 
the pie couuter, lead to the rooms 
which are sacred to "Senators only." 
These rooms were once open to mem- 
bers of the House, but senators com- 
plained of the lack of privacy, and 
now if one enters the inner sanctum it 
inu^t be as a guest of a member of the 
S^nntf. 
The writer has eaten there, 


and he can assure the reader that the 
food is no belter and the surroundings 
no more attractive than in the outer 
rooms.

e<jt pork anil beans; for there is only 
oue place outride New England where 
real Boston beans are to be had, and 
that is in th« Senate restaurant. The 
New England members of th« House 


s a feast in tho

learned this long ago, and they often 
make pilgrimages to the Senate wing 
at luncheon time to revive memono:* 
of home.

Then Cater- 
er Page personally supervises the 
preparation of the viands, and there is 
a jolly dinner-party, at which a dozen 
members of the Senate sit down.

Uncle Ham owns the costliest kitch- 
en in the world, 
probably. 
It is 
not th:j largest. 
There is at least one 
hotel kitchen in the United 
Htates 
which surpasses it in .size. 
But it is 
fitted 
out with every 
improvement 
that money can buy, and no show 
place at the Capitol is more interest- 
ing or less known. 
The public never 
gets a chance to seo the Henato kitch- 
en, 
tho marble bathrooms of 
the 
House, or any of the other luxuries 
provided for tho members of 
Con- 
gress. 


The Henate kitchen, says the De- 
troit Free Press, is in fhe basement of 
the Capitol. 
The only way in which 
a visitor could reach it would be by 
the elevators—and the elevator men 
are not encouraged to take 
people 
downstairs. 
That is because the en- 
gine rooms are in the basement, and 
the chief 
engineer 
does not 
want 
visitors fooling around the machinery. 
It takes a great deal of machinery to 
run tho Henate—more than one would 
think. 
Jluch of it is used in ruuning 
the electric light plant and tho eleva- 
tors, and much more in the A'entila- 
tion of the building. 
Huge fans 
pump fresh air into tho Senate cham- 
ber and 
the' committee rooms, and 
other fans pump the foul air out. One 
of these is in the Henate kitchen, and 
the room is so perfectly 
ventilated 
that no suggestion of the odor of the 
cooking reaches any of the 
floors 
above. 


The main room of the kitchen is 
lOOfeetlong and 15 feet wide. 
It 
was renu)deled three years ago at a 
cost of more than ^$00,001). 
It is 
white-tiled, above and below, and on 
all four sides, so that its 
cleanness 
forces itself on one's attention. Open- 
ing out from it are storerooms and re- 
frigerating rooms and bakeries. 
One 
of these is the oyster room, 
where a 
man does nothing but open oysters 
all day long. 
The storeroom is about 
15 feet square. 
It is filled with 
the 
non-i^erisliables—crackers and sjnces 
and potatoes, and all the othei* gro- 
cery goods which v/ill stand an ordi- 
nary temperature for a 
reasonable 
length of time. 
There is fruit in this 
room, too—a lot of it; and the wine is 
kept here because the senators would 
not relish a wine-room in the face of 
the regulation 
which prohibits 
the 
sale of intoxicating beverages in the 
Capitol. 
There is no diixiculty, how- 
ever, about getting a supi^ly of wine 
or of bottled beer. 


In the kitchen ¡n'oi^er there are two 
big rangei'. 
An ox could be roasted 
in either of them; the larger is 12 
feet long. 
There is a big sou]? kettle 
in one corner—one of the largest ket- 


learned this long ago, and they often 
make pilgrimages to the Henate wing 
at luncheon time to revive memoriea 
of homo. 


Hometimcs there 
Henate 
rciitaurant, 
from the Northwest 
salmon from Oregon, or one of tho 
New England senators has a shipment 
of game from his home.

There are nuiny frequenters of the 
pie counter among the senators.

Immigration from Europe. 


That we live In an age of wonder Is 


proved by the bare statement of figures 
with regard to the Immijfration from 
Europe to this country during the pres- 
ent century. Statistics previous to 
1820 were not kept, but it is estimate*? 
that between 1789 and the last named 
year the Immigration from Europe to 
the United States did not exceed 250,- 
000. In 1820 the Government began a 
systematic collection of data with re- 
gard to immigration, and from that 
time to the close of 1896 17,544,692 peo- 
ple came from Europe and were wel- 
comed on our shores. These figures do 
not include the immigration to British 
America, to Mexico, Central or South 
America, but solely to the United 
States. The smallest number of immi- 
grants during recent years was 177,820 
In 1879, the largest 623,084 In 1892; in 
1896 the immigration was 343,267. No 
such movement of population has ever 
tteen known in history. The migration 
of the Grennan nations over the terri- 
tory of the Roman empire did not com- 
prise more than 4,000,000 of people and 
covered 400 years: the exodus of the 
Jews from Egypt was with 000,000 
able-bodied men, or counting five to 
each family, about 3,000,000 of people. 
Compared with the exodus from Eu- 
rope the depopulation of Gosben was a

Xear 
their nest is their hole. 


"These holes are sometimes, if the 


saurian is an inhabitant of an inland 
swamp, dug like a Avell in some wood, 
but more often the mouth of the hole 
is beneath the surface of the water, 
the excavation extending under the 
bank. 
With his powerful feet and 


claws the alligator digs almost straight 
down from eight to twelve feet;"he 
then makes a horizontal passage for 
some distance and finally takes an up- 
ward turn, coming to within a short 
distance of the surface of the earth 
and above the level of water in the 
swamp or marsh where he may be. 
He now prepares a place sufficiently 
large for him to lie at full length out 
of the water. 
Here it is that he takes 


his long winter's sleep, and as no air 
can penetrate to that point, he mu.st 
do without breathing. 


"But the alligator does not go to 


bed on an empty stomach. 
Nature 


requires something to be in his stom- 
ach, but nothing in the way of ordi- 
nary food—not even the leg of ahorse 
or a whole hound would last for many 
days. 
So for the sake of comfort his 


'gatorship swallows a piece of wood. 
Almost anything of suitable size v.ill 
answer the purpose, but the most 
palatable tid-bit in this section seems 
to be a lightwood knot. Alligators 
have been killed in the early sprin^ 
with remains of one of these knots in 
their stomachs beautifully polished. 
The animal probably takes in this 
hard substance just to stay his stom- 
ach, for it can probably live longer 
without food, even in its active state, 
than any other creature. There «ire 
stories, seme of them authenticated, 
going to show Ms remarkable powers 
in this direction. A hunter catching 
a small one in the woods while the 
alligator was making his way from 
one pond to another, cut a slit in the 
tail, and passing a rope through it 
put the other end over a limb aud 
hauled the alligator up in lynching 
style until his head was several feet 
from the ground.

ed to return for his pri/e the next 
day, but something interfered. Sever- 
al months afterward he passed that 
way aud was astonished to find the 
creature still alive.

/ T h e alliirator/' ho saiil, "is cer- 
tainly one of tho most reuiarkable of 
all hibci'iiators, in fact, perhaps tho 
most remarkable. 
It is tho only 
ani- 
])hil)ious animal I recall bolongino- to 
that rlaMH, uuil if it is a fact, as stattnl 
by the iiiituralist in tho Sun, 
that all 
the animals h(3 mentions be^iu their 
long-winter's sleep on empty stom- 
achs, the alligator is the exoepiion to 
the rule, 
"With the lirst blacK frost 
thousand 
of tlic^o hiilcous ci'catnres 
from the twelve-inch yellow andblaok 
yeavliugs 
of tho previous 
spring's 
hatching to the sixteen-foot monsters 
that can pull clown a horse» retire for 
the winter. 
Alligators abouml in salt 
and fresh Avater rivers as far up as 
tide -water extends, and 
in tho 
ad- 
jacent 
iiilaiid 
swamjis 
from 
Xorlh 
Carolina to the (hilf. While they may 
•wander many miles during ihe' sum- 
mer from the spot of high land ^vhere 
in the spring the huge nest of the fe- 
male was made and the bushel of eggs 
laid for the sun to hatch, in the fall 
the alligators return thither. 
Near 
their nest is their hole. 


''These holes are sometimes, if the 
paurian is an inhabitant of an inland 
Bwamp, dug like a -well in some wood, 
but more often the mouth of the hole 
is beneath the surface of the water, 
the excavation extending under the 
bank. 
With his powerful feet 
and 
claws the alliptor digs almost straight 
down from eight to twelve feet;"ho 
then makes a horizontal passage 
for 
some distance and finally takes an up- 
ward turn, coming to within a short 
distance of the surface of the earth 
and above the level of water in the 
SAvamp or marsh where he may be. 
He now prepares a place sufficiently 
large for him to lie at full length 
out 
of the water. 
Here it is that he takes 
his long winter's sleep, and as no air 
can penetrate to that point, 
he must 
do Avithout breathing. 


" B u t the alligator does not go to 
bed on an empty 
stomach. 
Nature 
requires something to be in his stom- 
ach, but nothing in the Avay of ordi- 
nary food—not even the'leg of ahorse 
or a whole hound Avould last for many 
days. 
Ho for the sake of comfort his 
'gatorship SAvalloAvs a piece 
of Avood. 
Almost anything of suitable size AVIH 
answer 
the purpose, but 
the most 
palatable tid-bit in this section seems 
to be a lightAvood knot. 
A l l i g a t o i s 
have been killed in the early sprin"- 
with remains of one of these knots in 
their stomachs beautifully polished. 
The animal 
probably 
takes in 
this 
hard substance just to stay his stom- 
ach, for it can probably live 
longer 
Avithout food, even in its active state, 
than any other creature. 
There are 
stories, some of them authenticated, 
going to fihoAv his remarkable poAvers 
in this direction. 
A hunter 
catching 
a small 
one in the 
Avoods Avhile 
the 
alligator Avas making his Avay from 
one pond to another, cut a slit in the 
tail, and passing a rope through it 
put the other end 
over a limb and 
hauled the alligator up in 
lynching 
style until his head Avas several feet 
from the ground. 
The captor intend- 
ed to return 
for his prize 
the next 
day, but something interfered. Sever- 
al moaiths afterward 
he passed that 
Avay and Avas astonished 
to 
lind the 
creature still alive. 


'*In another case 
one 
summer an 
alligator 
about four 
feet long 
was 
caught near a gentleman's house and 
throAvn into an emj)ty barrel, Avhere 
be Avas forgotten. 
The next 
sj^ring, 
or eight months after, the barrel Avas 
overturned and the 'gator brought to 
light. 
H e Avas ngt only alive, but had 
grown 
about 
six 
inches. 
He 
had 
grown, hoAvever, in the curved 
shai)e 
of the bottom of the barrel 
His tail 
' j u s t reached 
t;> his 
mouth, 
and he 
' could only lun in a circle, presenting 
the most ludicrous si)ectacle, 
In a 
week or two ihe back became 
some- 
what lefls rigid, and the 'gator Avasset 
at liberty. 


''While on the subject of alligators 
let rns contradict a statement 
1 jjave 
iieen iu 
print 
dozens of 
times. 
In 
fact, so invariably does it 
accomjmiiy 
fin alligator 
story that 
I 
am led 
to 
doubt Avhether the authors have 
ever 
shot one of the creatures. 
The eye is 
not the only vulnerable point. 
If it 
was very feAv Avould ever 
be killed. 
The eye is small and presents a poor, 
indistinct target. 
I t 
is doubtful if, 
Avith the best sporting riile made, Avith 
the usual open sights, the 
finest 
shot 
on earth could hit 
an 
alligator's eye 
oftener than once in ten times at forty 
yards, oJl'hand. 
The difiicnlty about 
killing alligators is that they innst, if 
shot iu the Jiead, be hit in tho 
brain, 
and the brain is exceedingly small for 
the si/e of the animal--about as large 
as the palm of one's hand—and high 
up iu tho head.

pendicularly, driven by modern JIOAV- 
ers, Avould smash through 
the skull. 
Any good 
ritle,

any alligator and smash the brain pan. 
J3ut the fatal shot for a shotgun is the 
side of the 
head, 
behind 
tho eye. 
There are no tough bones 
there, and 
turkey shot at close range 
Avould bo 
effoctive.

This telephone service is also used

disabled vessels,and in isolated places 
to call up 
a physician or substitute 
patrols in case of sickneBs, etc. Every 
section is connected

He'll subdue you, and 
then you'll cuss your stupidity for a 
driveling idiot, go hire some man to 
knock you down and kick you for fall- 
ing."

times and eat three good square meals 
a day with pie on the side, and pap 
thought white bread was high life in his 
time and pie was out of the question. 


They cry hard times while their chil- 


dren are sent to school well shod and 
well clothed, and pap trudged 3 miles 
through the snow to school when he was 
a boy, and never knew what it was to 
own a pair of boots until he was old 
enough to spark the girls. 


They cry hard times while they ride 


in buggies and carriages, and an ox 
team and a bob sled was a bonanza to 
-pap. 


They cry hard times and use a rid- 


ing plough, the binder and separator, 
and great snakes! pap used to plow 
around stumps with a one-horse plough 
bark his shin on the sprouts, aver- 
age losing one toenail a week on the 
stones, cradle his wheat and thtesh it 
on the barn floor with a short stick tied 
onto a long' one. 


They cry hard times while toasting 


their shins around the base burner, and 
in pap's time he scooted over the Illi- 
nois prairies with a sack picking up buf- 
falo chips, and he is still cutting teeth. 


They cry hard times and all take a 


day off and attend the three ringed ag- 
gregation of world wide wonders, buy 
each kid red lemonade and a blue bal- 
loon, and pap when a boy wouldn't 
nave known a balloon from a band 
wagon. 


Commissioner of Pensions H. Clay 


Evans, advocates the abolishment of 
the present system of examining pen- 
sion applicants. He is emphatic in his 
criticisms of the examining boards and 
says of them: 


The examination boards are expen- 


sive, inefficient and braced by political 
and local influences. 
There ought to 


be one corps of experienced physicians 
that would cover the whole country, 
going from one state to another to ex- 
amine the applicants. 
The action of 


such a board would be unbiased by any 
local influences and would be perfectly 
reliable and just. 


"I'll give you an example of the in- 


efficiency or carelessness of some of 
these boards. A certain old soldier 
applying for an increase appealed very 
pitifully to me, saying he could not get 
justice ftora the board at his home. 
In 


order to find out what his disabilities 
amounted to, I took him to Philadel- 
phia and had him examined by four 
different boards,not one of them know- 
ing that he had been or was to go be 
fore the others. 


"No two of the boards found his dis- 


abilities the same and they rated him 
all the way from nothing to $24 a 
month. 
Now, that shows the system 


to be radically wrong. 
If those boards 


had been all first-class, it seems to me 
that they all should have rated him ex- 
actly the same. 


"If one traveling board of examineis 


could be substituted for the thousands 
that are scattered over the country, the 
Government would save hundreds of 
dollars. There are more than one hun- 
dred boards in the State of Ohio alone. 
New York City has eight boards and 
the state of the same 
name 
has 


many more than Ohio. Each doctor 
on those boards gets $2 for every pen- 
sion applicant or applicant for an in- 
crease that he examines. 


"Would there be a fight if I tried to 


get the present system abolished? Well 
I guess there would. The Congress- 


Wm. M. Singerly, proprietor of the

William M. Singerly was proprietor 


of the Record Publishing Company, 
president ot the Chestnut Street Nation- 
al Bank and the Chestnut Street Sav- 
ings Fund and Trust Company, which 
recently collapsed and president ot the 
Singerly Pulp and Paper Mill. 
He 


was a member of the Fairmount Park 
Commission and until lately treasurer 
of same, and a trustee of the Philadel- 
phia Commercial Museum. He was 
born in Philadelphia on Dec. 27, 1832. 


Mr Singerly was always active in 


politics. In 1894 he was unanimously 
made the Democratic candidate for 
governor of Pennsylvania, but the Re- 
publican majority of Pennsylvania was 
too great to overcome, and his compet- 
itor, General Hastings, cairied off the 
prize.

Andrew Groft, the well-known well 


driller of Littlestown, died Wednesday 
Feb. 23, from the effects of drinking car- 
bolic acid mixed with whiskey. It seems 
that three weeks ago Groft came down 
town and bought a pint of whiskey. On 
his return home he poured half of the 
whiskey in a bottle which Mrs. Groft 
had partlyfSlled with carbolic acid which 
had been used as a disinfectant. 
He 


then filled both bottles with cherry wine. 
He then started to drink from the bottle 
containing the carbolic acid. After tak- 
ing several drinks from the bottle he 
commenced to feel badly and consulted 
a physician. Instead of quitting Groft 
poured the contents of the carbolic acid 
bottle into the jug of cherry wine and 
kept on drinking. His condition became 
gradually worse, but he still kept up the 
drinking until Saturday when internal 
spasms set in and continued until re- 
lieved in death last Wednesday. The 
deceased declared before his death that 
he drank unconscious of the knowledge 
that he was drinking a mixture of car- 
bolic acid with the whiskey and wine. 
He thought he was only drinking the 
latter two. The deceased leaves a wife 
and eight children.—Independent.

An Island of Volcanic 3Xake. 


The British North Borneo Herald 


describes the new island which was 
recently thrown up by volcanic action 
on the coast between Mempakoi and 
Lumbidaa. 
The island, which is 


about forty-five feet high, 250 yards 
long and 150 yards broad, has a very 
peculiar apearance. It is chiefly an 
upheaval of the sea bottom, but at the 
highest, point presents entirely differ- 
ent features. Here the surface of the 
sea bottom has been broken through 
from below and a mud crater formed, 
which had evidently been 
forcibly 


squeezed up through a circular hole 
in ihe bedrock further down. 


The laud crater presents the form i 


of a cone with the top and side in ' 
places fallen in; the portions remain- 
ing intact show plainly, by the smooth 
striated ei«.ie?, the effects of squeezing 
the rock. The cone at its visible base 
is perhaps twenty yards in diameter, 


: and is surrounded at about thirty 
yards distance by a circular terrace a 
few feet high, which suggests that a 
liitle pressure from below would have 
resulted in a far larger cone being 
thrown up. There is a lot of bubbling 
going OH in various cracks and holes, 
which flares up when a match is ap- 
plied and continues to burn.

The 
country 
newspaper publisher 
toils every day to make his paper inter- 
esting, mentally and mechanically— 
that's labor; once in a while a patron 
comes in and pays a subscription— 
that's capital; occasionally one moves 
off without paying and has his postmas- 
ter send a card to say the paper is re- 
fused—that's stealing. 


Hard Times Then and J7ow. 


In these latter days people cry hard 
times and eat three good square meals 
a day with pie on the side, and pap 
thought white bread was high life in his 
time and pie was out of the question. 


They cry hard times while their chil- 
dren are sent to school well shod and 
well clothed, and pap trudged 3 miles 
through the snow to school when he v^^as 
a boy, and never knew what it was to 
•own a pair of boots until he was old 
•enough to spark the girls. 


They cry hard times while they ride 
in buggies and carnages, ^and an ox 
team and a bob sled was a bonanza to 
pap. 


They cry hard times and use a rid- 
ing plough, the binder and separator^ 
and great snakes! pap used to plow 
around stumps with a one-horse plough 
bark 
his shin on the sprouts, aver- 
age losing one toenail a week on the

They cry hard times while toasting 
their shins around the base burner, and 
in pap's time he scooted over the Illi- 
nois prairies with a sack picking up buf- 
falo chips, and he is still cutting teeth. 


They cry hard times and all take a 
day off and attend the three ringed ag- 
gregation of world wide wonders^ buy 
each kid red lemonade and a blue bal- 
loon, and pap when a boy wouldn't 
nave known a balloon from a band 
wagon. 


Commissioner of Pensions H» Clay 
Evans, advocates the abolishment of 
the present system of examining pen- 
sion applicants. 
He is emphatic in his 
criticisms of the examinmg boards and 
says of them: 


The examination boards are expen- 
sive, inefficient and braced by political 
and local influences. 
There ought to 
be one corps of experienced physicians 
that would cover the whole country, 
going from one state to another to ex- 
amine the applicants. 
The action of 
such a board would be unbiased by any 
local influençais and would be perfectly 
reliable and just. 


«I'll give you an example of the in- 
efficiency or carelessness of some of 
these boards. 
A certain old soldier 
applying for an increase appealed very 
pitifully to me, saying he could not get 
justice from the board at his home. 
In 
order to find out what his disabilities 
amounted to, I took him to Philadel- 
phia and had him examined by four 
different boards,not one of them know- 
ing that he had been or was to go be 
fore the others. 


"No two of the boards found his dis- 
abilities the same and they rated him 
all the way from nothing to ^24 a 
month. 
Now, that shows the system 
to be radically wrong. 
If those boards 
had been all first-class, it seems to me 
that they all should have rated him ex- 
actly the same. 


"If one traveling board of examineis 
could be substituted for the thousands 
that are scattered over the country, the 
Government would save hundreds of 
dollars. 
There are more than one hun- 
dred boards in the Slate of Ohio alone. 
New York City has eight boards and 
the 
Slate ot the same 
name 
has 
many more than Ohio. 
Each doctor 
on those boards gets $2 for every pen- 
sion applicant or applicant for an in- 
crease that he examines. 


"Would there be a fight if I tried to 
get the present system abolished? 
Well 
I guess there would. 
The Congress- 
men as a whole would sit down on the 
idea so quickly it would make my head 
swim, and only Congress can bring the 
change about/' 


Wm. M. Singerly, proprietor of the 
Philadelphia Record, died suddenly at 
his home in that city, on Sunday after* 
noon, of heart failure, in his sixty-sixth 
year. 


William M. Sirgerly was proprietor 
of the Record Publishing Company, 
president ot the Chestnut Street Nation- 
al Bank and the Chestnut Street Sav- 
ings Fund and Trust Company, which 
recently collapsed and president ot the 
Singerly Pulp and Paper Mill. 
He 
was a member of the Fairmount Park 
Commission and until lately treasurer 
of same, and a trustee of the Philadel- 
phia Commercial Museum. 
H e was 
born in Philadelphia on Dec. 27, 1832. 


Mr Singerly was always active in 
politics. 
In 1894 he was unanimously 
made the Democratic candidate for 
governor of Pennsylvania, but the Re- 
publican majority of Pennsylvania was 
too great to overconie, and his compet- 
itor, General Hastings, cairied off the 
prize. 


A solemn requiem mass for the re- 
pose of the souls of the the officers and 
¿ailors who lost their lives when the 
battle-ship Maine went down in Hava- 
na harbor was celebrated at the Balti- 
more Cathedral 
Sunday. 
Cardinal 
Gibbons alterward preached a thought- 
ful sermon upon the lessons of the sad 
event. 
The edifice was crowded. Per- 
sons who failed to gain admission were 
lined along Mulberry, Charles, Cathe- 
dral and Franklin Streets, and it was 
estimated that at least i,ooo who sought 
admission had to abandon the idea. 
At least 5,000 persons were in and 
around the edifice during the ceremony.

iooiued Official Telia of the Fatal 


I 
Shooting at Lattimer, 


,VAB ATTACKED BT THE 8TBIZEES 


fie WM Jumped Upon and ponnd«a 


by the Mob, He Says, and One of 
Them Bad Knocked Him to Hl» 
Kneea When the Firluu Commenced. 
WUkesbarre, Pa., March 2,—Tbe de- 


fense in the case against Sheriff Mar- 
tin and hla deputies, on trial for the 
shooting of strikers at Lattimer last 
September, is producing strong evi- 
dence to show that the rlotera had 
been riotous and threatening for some 
time previous to the fatal encounter. 
Many witnesses testified that they had 
been forced by threats to Join the 
strikers' ranka, while others who re- 
fused were brutally beaten. A score or 
more witnesses have testified that 
some of the strikers were armed with 
revolvers, and several swore that the 
flrat shots at tattlmer were fired from 
the strikers' ranks. 


On Wednesday of last week Jacob 


Williams, timekeeper of the Cranberry 
breaker, told of the attack by the strik- 
ers on that breaker on Sept. 3, when 
they also stopped a coal train and 
stoned the crew. On Friday Sheriff Sel- 
ser, of Carbon county, told how he had 
called on Sheriff Martin and his depu- 
ties for aid in defending Coxe's break- 
er at Beaver Meadow. Martin in- 
structed his deputies to do no firing 
except in defense of their own lives. 


The witnesses on Saturday and Mon- 


day were mainly women, who told of 
the terror the strikers had created. 
Mrs. Katharine Craig and her children 
walked from Lattimer to Mllnesville 
at 2 o'clock In the morning, fearing the 
strikers would blow up the town. 
Stephen Outtenmiller testified that a 
man stood behind the deputies urging 
the strikers' on. 


There were several Important wit- 


nesses on Tuesday last, who told of 
the reign of terror the strikers had 
created. The most important witness 
of the day, however, was Sheriff Mar- 
tin himself. 
The sheriff told of the 


riotous days previous to the conflict 
at Lattimer, admitted that his depu- 
ties had been selected by mine officials, 
explained how he had repeatedly warn- 
ed the strikers against riotous march- 
ing, and then came down to the day 
of the Lattfmer shooting. He said: 


"Friday morning, Sept. 10, I reached 


Drifton and found all 
my deputies 


there. At 1 o'clock In the afternoon 
I «ot a message that the strikers were 
Inarching through Cranberry, bound 
for Lattimer. I hurried off with the 
Hazleton deputies to intercept the men 
at West Hazleton. While going there 
X repeated my instructions to the depu- 
ties about keeping cool and avoiding 
trouble if possible. 


"The mob swore at us when we ap- 


proached, cursed me, and would not 
budge when I told them to do so. I 
read my proclamation and walked 
through them, asking them to go home. 
One young man swore at me violently, 
end said they would go to Lattimer in 
eplte of me. I arrested him. One man 
picked up a stone, but dropped it when 
X pointed a revolver at him. 


•1 told a crowd of spectators to go 


home, as the strikers were desperate, 
aad there might be trouble. Finally the 
strikers left the road and started off 
over some lots. Soon I heard they were 
going to Lattimer, and I hurried off 
with my deputies to intercept them. 
X told them again to keep cool -and not 
to shoot unless their lives or mine 
were in danger. After lining them up 
alongside the road I told them I would 
go oat and meet the strikers and try 
once more to disperse them. A deputy 
asked If he should not go with me. 
•No,' I said. Til go alone.' I thought 
one man was enough to die at once. 
I felt somehow there wag going to be 
trouble. I met the strikers about 50 
yards from the deputies and asked 
them where they were going. 'To stop 
the Lattimer breaker,' a lot of them 
cried. 
! 


"I told them they must not go. and 
' 


tried to read my proclamation to them, 
but they crowded around me, swear- 
Ing at me and hustling me to one side. 
One man tried to grab me, and I then 
attempted to get hold of him. but the 
crowd then jumped on me a*d pounded 
me about the body. I dropped my pa- 
per and pulled my revolver. One of the 
men tried to snatch the revolver from 
me, but failed. Then he struck me an 
awful blow in the face and knocked 
me to my knees. I tried to shoot him, 
but my revolver would not explode. 
Then the shooting commenced. 
It 


lasted about a half minute. 
'In the crowd I saw three men 


armed with revolvers and one with ' 
a knife The latter made a stab at 
me, but missed. Two men were shot 
Just behind me to the left. I was in 
the direct line of fire."

Fire in Hanover* 


The largest fire in Hanover for the 
past fifteen years broke out at an early 
hour Sunday morning and completely 
destroyed the immense Extract Mills of 
the John S. Young Company, Limited. 
Five largo buildings, together with stock 
and valuable machinery, were totally de- 
stroyed, 
For a time nearly all the ad- 
joining, as well as several buildings over 
tho town, were in danger. 
The loss is 
estimated at $30,000, covered by insur- 
ance, 
The fire is supposed to be of in- 
cendiary origin. 
Several tramps were 
refused shelter by the engineer when he 
closed the boiler rooms Saturday even- 
ing. They left vowing vengeance. 


We understand that an effort will again 
be made to bring the New Oxford Fire 
Company to the front. We should now 
turn our attention to finding out -whether 
or not wo are fully prepared to fight a 
fire in case one should occur. 
Wo have 
an abundant supply of water with plenty 
of pressure, but have we sufficient hose, 
should a fire occur in one of the corners, 
either in rear of the Eaglo Hotel, or in 
the corner at Dr, Sheetz's stable, and 
other places about town, to carry more 
than one stream? Or, should a fire 
originate on tho third floor of any of the 
three-story buildings about town, would 
we have any means of getting near the 
flames to fight them? These 
things 
should be looked after and attended to 
at once, and not wait until we aro visited 
by a disastrous conflagration to find out 
what is needed.

Bills were presented and paid amount- 
ing to $20485, including tho state tax on 
bonds and the bill for the tile.

BUILT BY THE WINDS. 


llolliiiul'» A'iiroroim 1>uttlo A};;iiinst tUo 


Advuiiciiifi ScMi. 


Appreciating the fact that the high 
chalk clifis of England are no protec- 
tion against the sea, the Dutch engi- 
neers did not attempt to place an arti- 
ficial veitical Avail against the Avaves 
and the storm tides, but coaxed the 
sea to deposit its sands on the shore 
and so build it ujj, rather than throw 
them 
inland 
and 
then, hungry for 
more, eat into the shore. 
They be- 
lieved it best to satisfy its appetite, 
but induced it to toy Avith the sands, 
Avhich its oAvn Hood currents and Avaves 
• bring from other shores, and from the 
oiling depths. 
The sand thus depos- 
ited blows, in the gales, oA'er the in- 
land country. 
The engineers induced 
it to stop and build a barrier for them 
against the sea. 
One of the heaviest 
dikes along the coast Avas built by the 
Avinds themselves. 


The sand formed betAveeii tlxe jet- 
ties becomes dry in sunny weather, 
and the surface is bloAvn ashore Avhen 
the Avind is in that direction. 
It Avaa 
desired to ])uild a strong dike to con- 
nect Avith the sand dunes. 
This Avaa 
accomplished by setting in the sand, 
in rows about a loot apart, tufts of the 
dune sea grass near by. 
The tufts 
Avere placed about a foot apart -sim- 
ply little handi'ulls of grass; the place 
for each tuft Avas dug out Avith the 
bauds, the tuft set into it, and the 
sand pressed around it. 
The Avhole 
surface of the dry, sautiy beaoh above 
high tide Avas covered Avith this plan- 
tation, and, 
just back vi ii, at the 
highest iDoint of the existing sandy 
area, one or tAvo roAvs of I'eeds Avere 
set into the sand, their tojDS cut oil', 
and the stalks left standing about four 
feet above the saml.

building, the dike is asain restored to

The country palace of the king oi 
Siam 
is 
called Bang-pa-in. 
About 
forty miles north of liangkok, on the 
Meinam, are two islands, separated by 
a narrow channel not 150 feet Avide, 
On the smaller of these is a Buddhist 
temple and college, and on the other 
is the country residence of the king 
of Kiam, Avhich consists of three build- 
ings—the ollicial, the private and the 
Chinese i")alaces.

The traditions of the lost Spanish 
gold mines of Te\a^ possess a fascin- 
ation tt) the hunter after fortune, says 
a Han Antonio letter to the New York 
Times. 
Some of tho^e traditions aro 
not mere fairy tales, but are based on 
reliable records that are still to be 
found iu the old archives iu the city 
of Monclova, Mexico, Avbich toAvn Avas 
the capital of Texas Avheu it Avas a 
part of Mexico. 
Tht^se records shoAV 
that some of the^o old mines Avere 
very rich, aud that they Avere AVorked 
on an 
extensive scale a century or 
more ago, and that the Spanish gov- 
ernment and the Oatholic church each 
received a share of the proceeds. 


One of these lost mines Avas called 
the San Saba. 
It 
Avas of 
fabulous 
richness. 
The records at Monclova 
show that in the twenty years that it 
Avas AVorked by the Spaniards over 
85,000,000 of gold ore Avas taken 
out. 
In 
that 
early 
day 
the min- 
ing methods Avere of the most primi- 
tiA'e nature, aud the Avorkings Avere 
almost entirely on the surface. 
This 
being the case it is probable that the 
real richness of the mine 
Avas not 
known to theSpaniards. TheSauSaba 
mine is supposed to be located about 
seventv-Hve miles north of here iu a 
rough section of country, Avhich is a 
part of Masou county. 
The direction 
aud distance from San Antonio to the 
mine are given very clearly in the old 
records, but of the many attempts to 
find the mine none has proA-ed success- 
ful. 
During the past fifty years no 
less than 
twenty 
expeditious 
have 
gone from here in search of the San 
Saba property. 


The earlier ex]>edition3 required a 
considerable amount of daring on the 
part of the men c o m p o s i n g them, aud 
a strange fatality jmrsued many mem- 
bers of the dillerent parties Avbo have 
left here iu search of the treasure. 
The lirst expedition of Avhich there is 
any authentic record left here in the 
early forties. 
The party Avas accom- 
panied by an old Mexican Avho claimed 
to h a v e received information concern- 
ing the mine directly from one of the 
original 0A\-ners of the property. 
He 
acted as guide and led the g o l d hunt- 
ers to a I'ough country. 
The land- 
marks noted in the okl records Avere 
found, and the party believed that it 
would be an easy matter to lind the 
shaft of tlie mine. 
The d i s c o v e r y Avas 
almost Avithin their grasp Avhena baud 
of 
Comanche 
Indians 
swei)t 
down 
upon them and killed all but one mem- 
ber of the exi)edition. 
The survivor 
of this bloody massacre succeeded in 
making hi.s Avay back to Sau Antonio, 
and related the horrible details of the 
aHair, 


A feAV years later another expeditio^h 
left here in seaivh of the mine, 
and 
all the members of this party 
Avere 
killed by the Indians. 
In the early 
seventies a man named Howard went 
from here to Monclova and secured 
complete copies of the records of the 
mine. 
He organized a iJarty here to 
go in search of the treasure. 
Thirty 
miles north of here they met a band 
of renegade Indians, and in the light 
that ensued three members 
of 
the 
party Avere killed, and the others re- 
turned here and refused to make an- 
other trial. 


Since then a number of searching 
imrties have gone from here and spent 
months looking for the lost mine, but 
it has uever been found. 
The recent 
discovery of a rich gold A'ein Avithin 
twenty miles of the reported location 
of the lost mine has revived the inter- 
est iu the hidden Avealth, and two ex- 
ploring 
parlies are now in Mason 
(iounty looking for it. 
The new gold 
discovery Avas made 
by Col. A, C. 
Schryver of this city. 
He is working 
his property, and has already shi]j})ed 
four cars of ore to the Puebla smelter, 
Avhich have netted him .i^lG,OUO, 


There has long been a legend 
that 
the]'o is a lost Spanish giild mine lo- 
cated in Avhntis now Eastland county, 
Texas. 
It is re})orted that this mine 
has just been rediscovered, and that a 
sample of the ore has been taken out 
and assayed. It runs 
to the ton. 
This mine was worked by tlie Span- 
iards seventy-live years ago. Its aban- 
donment was caused by the Indians, 
Avho nmssacred all of the miners aud 
filled up the shaft. 
The rediscovery 
of this mine Avas made by F, Ii. John- 
son of New Orleans, Avho came into 
possession of a plot and description of 
the property Avhile iu the city of Mex- 
ico a few years ago.

Wilkesbarre, Pa,, March 
The de- 
tense In the case against Sheriff Mar- 
tin and his deputies, on trial for the 
shooting of strikers at Lattimer last 
September, is producing strong: evi- 
dence to show that the rioters 
had 
been riotous and threateninff for some 
time previous to the fatal encounter» 
Many witnesses testified that they had 
been forced by threats to Join the 
Btrlkers' ranka, while others who re- 
fused were brutally beaten, A score or 
more witnesses 
have 
testified 
that 
some of the strikers were armed with 
revolvers, and several swore that the 
first shots at I^attimer were flred from 
the strikers' ranks. 


On Wednesday of last week Jacob 
Williams, timekeeper of the Cranberry 
breaker, told of the attack by the strik- 
ers on that breaker on Sept. 3, when 
they also stopped a coal train and 
stoned the crew. On Friday Sheriff Sel- 
ser, of Carbon county, told how he had 
called on Sheriff Martin and his depu- 
ties for aid in defending Coxe's break- 
er at 
Beaver 
Meadow. 
Martin 
in- 
structed his deputies to do no firing 
except In defense of their own lives. 


The witnesses on Saturday and Mon- 
day were mainly women, who told of 
the terror tha strikers had created. 
Mrs. Katharine Craig and her children 
walked from Lattimer to Mllnesville 
at 2 o'clock In the morning, fearing the 
strikers 
would 
blow 
up 
the 
town. 
Stephen Guttenmlller testified that a 
man stood behind the deputies urging 
the strikers on. 


There were several important wit- 
nesses on Tuesday last, who told of 
the reign of terror the strikers had 
created. 
The most important witness 
of the day, however, was Sheriff Mar- 
tin himself. 
The sheriff told of the 
riotous days previous to the conflict 
at Lattimer, admitted that his depu- 
ties had been selected by mine offlcials, 
explained how he had repeatedly warn- 
ed the strikers against riotous march- 
ing, and then came down to the day 
of the Latt/mer shooting. 
He said: 


"Friday morning, Sept 10. I reached 
Drlfton and found 
¿1 
my deputies 
there* At 1 o'clock In the afternoon 
X got a message that the strikers were 
Anarohlng through Cranberry, 
bound 
for Lattimer, I hurried off w4th the 
Hazleton deputies to intercept the men 
at West Hazleton. While going there 
X repeated my Instructions to the depu- 
ties about keeping cool and avoiding 
trouble if possible. 


"The mob swore at us when we ap- 
proached, cursed me, and would not 
budge when I told them to do so. I 
read 
my 
proclamation 
and 
walked 
through them, asking them to go home. 
One young man swore at me violently, 
and said they would go to Lattimer in 
spite of me. I arrested him. One man 
picked up a stone, but dropped It when 
I pointed a revolver at him. 


"I told a crowd of spectators to go 
home, as the strikers were desperate, 
and there might be trouble. Finally the 
Btrlkers left the road and started off 
over some lots. Soon I heard they were 
erolng to Lattimer, and I hurried off 
with my deputies to intercept them, 
X told them again to keep cool and not 
to shoot unless their lives or mine 
were In danger. After lining them up 
alongside the road I told them I would 
go out and meet the strikers and try 
once more to disperse them. A deputy 
asked if he should not go with me, 
•No,' I said. 'I'll go alone.' 
I thought 
one man was enough to die at once. 
I felt somehow there was going to be 
trouble, 
I met the strikers about 50 
yards from the deputies and asked 
them where they were going, 'To stop 
the Lattimer breaker/ a lot ot them 
cried, 


"I told them they must not go, and 
tried to read my proclamation to them, 
but they crowded around me, swear- 
ing at me and hustling me to one side. 
One man tried to grab me, and I then 
attempted to get hold of him, but the 
crowd then Jumped on me ai|d pounded 
me about the body, I dropped my pa- 
per and pulled my revolver. One of tho 
men tried to snatch the revolver from 
me, but failed. Then he struck me an 
awful blow in the face and knocked 
me to my knees. I tried to shoot him, 
but my revolver would 
not explode. 
Then 
the 
shooting 
commenced. 
It 
lasted about a half minute. 


"In the crowd I saw 
three 
men 
armed with revolvers and one with 
a knife. 
The latter made a stab at 
me, but missed. 
Two men were shot 
Just behind me to the left. I was in 
the direct line of fire."
